Also, X am not too ready • and I. hope that Gen. Kays won't take this a&las 
if I soy this «* to appoint a man who ha® too olose contact with American 
officers. But I don't think that any objectlone need really be raised be cause 
I 've .heard that if Gen. Gaylund were really appointed to this pest, then ‘ j . • 
any future return to his American associations would be precluded.
